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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicants argue that Hassett does not teach multilple data stores each with an associated agent and profile 
representing configuration information for the data store or accessing a data store via the associated agent based on the profile. In 
response to Applicant's argument, the Patent Office maintain the rejection because Hassett does teach plurality of data stores as shown 
in col. 15, lines 45-50. Clearly shows plurality of data stores. 

Applicants argue that Hassett does not teach each data store having a profile representing configuration 
information for the data store and determining based on the profiles which data stores can service a request or creating a proxy having 
knowledge of which data stores can service a request. In response to Applicant's argument, the Patent Office maintain the rejection 
because Hassett teaches such limitation claimed above as shown in figs.3A, 3B, co1.7 lines 1 6-65. 
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
